BILL 



Enable Justices in Ireland to commit to local 
Bridewells Persons convicted of Drunkenness. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law relating to Preamble, 
the Imprisonment of Persons convicted of Drunkenness 
in Ireland : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
1 Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



1 . This Act may for all Purposes be cited as “ The Petty Sessions Short Title. 
Ireland Amendment Act, 1861.” 



2. In every Case in which any Justice of the Peace shall order in CasEs of 
10 any Person to be committed to Gaol for Drunkenness for a Period anToffencere- 
not exceeding Forty-eight Hours, such Committal may be to any ennesa'fM^'''
